The changes made to claim 7, lines 1, 3, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10, 12 and 13 have been 
made to place the claim in idiomatic English. 

Lines 14-15 have been deleted since the subject matter recited therein is not 
commensurate with the disclosure. It is indefinite how the wavy wind guide surface is 
arranged along the long sides. 

Lines 15-16 have been deleted since lines 7-9 already require the recited relative 
sizing of the tangent angles.

Applicant's arguments, see page 10, lines 10-17, filed 30 June 2005, with respect 
to new claim 7 and new dependent claims 8-9 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive.
